DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 4-5 recites the limitation "the received key". There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claims. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "the transmission of data unit". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "the instant of validity of the new cipher ". There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Further, it is not clear what it means 
by "starting to transmit data units in dependence on the verification result with the new or the old 
cipher key". 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "the data unit 11 . There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Smith (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,146,498). 

Regarding claims 1, 6-8, Smith discloses a wireless network comprising a radio network 
controller (e.g., central controller) and a plurality of assigned terminals (e.g., subscribers) which 
are provided for coding certain data to be transmitted and for changing at certain instants the 
respective cipher key necessary for the coding, characterized in that the radio network controller 
is provided for transmitting a message coded with an old cipher key to a terminal, which 
message is about a cipher key change [col. 3, lines 19-22] and in that the terminal is provided for 
transmitting to the radio network controller a message coded with a new cipher key as an 
acknowledgement of the new cipher key [col. 3, lines 43-50]. 

Regarding claim 2, Smith discloses a wireless network as claimed in claim 1, 
characterized in that the radio network controller is arranged for sending a cipher change 
command coded with the old cipher key to a terminal and in that the terminal is provided for 
sending a cipher change command coded with a new cipher key to the radio network controller 
[col. 3, lines 43-50]. 

Regarding claims 3-5, Smith discloses a wireless network as claimed in claim 1, 
characterized in that the cipher change command sent by the radio network controller contains a 
new cipher key [col. 3, lines 19-22]. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 
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Nohda (U.S. Patent No. 6,215,875) teaches cipher processing system. 

Ueno et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,574,785) teaches enciphered communication system.
